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Dorchester  hospital  considers 
proposal  to  move  to  Chinatown

Relocating  its  759-employee 
health  facility  to  Chinatown  is 
one  alternative  under  considera¬ 
tion  by  St.  Margaret’s  Hospital 
ic  cope  with  the  problems  of  its 
run-down  and  aging  complex  in 
Jones  Hill  in  Dorchester. 

“Our  old  plant  needs  to  be 
rebuilt  if  we  want  to  stay  com¬ 
petitive  in  the  future,”  said 
President  Linda  Caliga  of  St. 
Margaret’s,  whose  specialized 
services  in  perinatal  care  and 
high-risk  pregnancies  attract  pa¬ 
tients  from  all  over  New 
England. 

“We  trying  to  see  the  future 
needs  of  our  hospital,”  Caliga 
said.  “We  can  rebuild,  or  we 
can  look  at  other  sites.” 

It  is  the  lingering  prospect  that 
Tufts  University  and  St. 
Margaret’s  might  draw  up  an 
agreement  that  disturbs  some  in 
Chinatown. 

“I’d  be  appalled  if  they  were 
coming,”  said  Marilyn  Lee- 


Tom,  executive  director  of  the 
Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council.  “I  can’t  conceive  of 
where  they’d  be  going  to  build. 
We’ve  already  got  the  most 
dense  area  in  Boston.” 

Further  concerns  were 
privately  raised  about  the  lack  of

community  notification  about 
the  proposal.  The  job  of  the 
Neighborhood  Council,  which  is 
drafting  a  Chinatown  master 
plan  and  dealing  with  numerous 
development  issues,  becomes 
even  more  difficult,  Lee-Tom 
complained,  by  a  surprise 
revelation  like  this. 

St.  Margaret’s  Hospital  is  now 
scattered  among  eight  buildings. 


of  which  six  were  built  before 
1957,  said  Ellen  Winogrond,  a 
hospital  spokeswoman.  “We’re 
finding  that  it’s  not  possible  to 
carry  out  our  mission 
anymore,”  she  said,  referring  to 
the  antiquated  buildings. 

The  maternity  hospital  plans 
to  foster  a  cooperative,  working 
relationship  with  another 
hospital  if  it  relocates.  In  the 
case  of  Tufts,  Caliga  said  St. 
Margaret’s  would  move  to  its 
health  sciences  campus,  but  it 
would  continue  to  operate  as  a 
"separate,  independent  entity.” 

Proximity  would  be  advan¬ 
tageous  for  both  institutions 
since  St.  Margaret’s  provides 
only  maternity  care  and  must 
send  mothers  to  other  hospitals 
if  they  develop  physical  com¬ 
plications.  Similarly,  Tufts 
sends  some  of  its  medical 
students  to  St.  Margaret’s  for 
their  residency,  and  according  to 
Tufts  Spokeswoman  Rosemarie 
Van  Camp,  the  health  sciences 


schools  of  Tufts  don’t  offer 
obstetrical  and  gynecological 
services. 

Caliga  said,  “Tufts  has  in¬ 
dicated  an  interest  in  our  pro¬ 
posal  ...  Their  site  appears  to  be 
more  reasonable.” 

Her  enthusiasm  was  echoed 


by  Van  Camp.  “We’d  welcome 
St.  Margaret’s  to  the  health 
sciences  campus,”  she  said. 
However,  Van  Camp  would  not 
say  what  sites  were  under  con¬ 
sideration  in  the  proposal.  “It 
would  be  premature  for  me  to

ROC  official  pays  visit  to  Boston 


The  minister  of  the  Republic  of  China’s 
Overseas  Chinese  Affairs  Commission, 
who  was  greeted  with  splashy  fanfare 
when  he  arrived  in  Boston  last  week, 
made  a  unexpected  pledge  to  help 
Chinatown  start  up  a  Chinese  library. 

Responding  to  questions  during  a 
meeting  on  May  26,  ROC  official  K.S. 
Tseung  surprised  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association  members  in 
Boston  with  an  informal  promise  to  pro¬ 
vide  financial  support  for  a  Chinese 
library  that  many  say  is  urgently  needed 
in  Chinatown. 

Tseng  briefly  visited  Boston  before 
heading  to  New  York  to  attend  a  conven¬ 
tion  of  CCBAs  there.  Before  leaving,  he 
was  feted  in  a  dinner  on  May  25  in  the 
Golden  Palace  Restaurant  and  par¬ 
ticipated  in  a  parade  through  Chinatown 
on  May  26. 

On  May  29  Tseng  acted  as  the  ROC 
emissary  to  the  12th  annual  convention  of 


U.S.  CCBAs,  which  was  immediately 
followed  by  the  8th  annual  convention  of 
CCBAs  and  their  counterparts  in  nations 
across  North  and  South  America. 


Decision  on  garage  is  approaching 


■  The  long-running  controversy  over  a 
proposed  parking  garage  for  the  New 
England  Medical  Center  may  reach  a  tur¬ 
ning  point  this  week  if  Stephen  Coyle, 
director  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  issues  a  recommendation  on 
the  future  of  the  600-car  facility. 

NEMC,  which  has  requested  tentative 
designation  to  develop  a  BRA  parcel  on 
the  comer  of  Oak  and  Washington 
streets,  has  been  waiting  several  weeks 
now  for  a  BRA  decision  amid  heavy 
opposition  from  Chinatown. 

BRA  Spokesman  Ralph  Memolo  said 
that  Coyle  might  be  making  the  recom¬ 
mendation  on  the  garage  this  week.  But 


he  said  it’s  unlikely  the  question  will 
come  up  for  a  vote  in  the  BRA  board 
meeting  scheduled  tomorrow. 

“Mr.  Coyle  cannot  view  this  as  only  a 
garage  issue.  It  must  be  viewed  as  a  much 
broader  community  issue,”  he  said. 

“We’ve  thought  that  we’ve  been  ready 
for  tentative  designation,”  said  Anne 
Levine  of  NEMC.  “But  the  BRA  keeps 
putting  off  a  decision.” 

NEMC  says  that  if  it  doesn’t  get 
designation,  construction  will  be  delayed, 
jeopardizing  a  tax-exempt  bond. 

If  the  bond  is  lost,  NEMC  says,  the 
garage  will  be  more  expensive  and  trim 
away  funds  for  community  benefits.

Review  Panel  delays 
choice  on  developer 

A  recommendation  that  was 
expected  by  May  27  on  who 
should  be  the  minority  developer 
for  the  first  parcel-to-parcel  pro¬ 
ject  has  been  postponed  in¬ 
definitely. 

The  Parcel-to-Parcel  Review 
Panel,  which  is  comprised  of 
representatives  from  Roxbury, 
Chinatown,  the  city,  and  the 
state,  must  make  a  suggestion 
i  for  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  on  who  should  be  the 
minority  developer  for  the 
Kingston/Bedford/Essex  and 
Parcel  18  project. 

According  to  Ralph  Memolo, 
a  BRA  spokesman,  the  BRA  has 
asked  the  three  competing  teams 
(Boston  Development  Col¬ 
laborative,  Columbia  Plaza 
Associates,  &  Interlink)  to  come 
to  a  BRA  board  meeting  on  June 
4  to  make  presentations. 

In  view  of  the  magnitude  of 
the  project,  Memolo  said  that 
the  BRA  wants  to  be  as  familiar 
as  possible  with  each  team. 

Beset  by  conflicting  opinions 
on  who  should  be  picked,  the 
review  panel  is  apparently  not 
poised  to  say 
which 
team  has  a  better 
development 
scheme  and  a 
choicer  benefits 
package  for 
Chinatown  and 
Roxbury. 

The  two  com- 
munities  are 
split  over  which 
team  to  pick 
since  Chinatown 
prefers  BDC 
while  Roxbury 
favors  CPA. 


A  consultant  was  finally 
chosen  by  the  Chinese  Con¬ 
solidated  Benevolent  Associa¬ 
tion  to  administer  a  housing 
project  funded  by  housing 
linkage  payments  from  the 
developers  of  a  Summer  Street 
office  tower. 

After  several  months  of  con¬ 
sistent  wrangling  within  the 
CCBA  on  who  should  be  hired, 
the  board  members  approved 
the  selection  of  Sharon  Lowen- 
thal  of  Boston,  a  real  estate 
consultant,  without  debate  on 
May  20. 

Lowenthal,  who  runs  her 
own  consulting  firm,  also 
worked  for  Carabetta  Enter¬ 
prises  as  a  coordinator  for  real 
estate  projects  and  the 
Massachusetts  Housing  Finance 
Agency. 

The  CCBA  is  the  chief 
member  in  the  CCBA  Limited 
Partnership  that  was  formed  to 
build  affordable  housing  using 


$1.3  million  in  linkage 
payments  from  Jaymont  Pro¬ 
perties  Inc.  and  A.W.  Perry 
Co.,  a  collaborative  that  will 
construct  a  23-story  office 
tower  downtown. 

The  CCBA  partnership 
received  designation  from  the 
Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  board  on  May  21  to 
develop  parcels  3b/2b,  a  park¬ 
ing  lot  located  at  180  Shawmut 
Avenue  next  to  Castle  Square. 

Ron  Fong  of  the  BRA  said 
that  the  decision  to  release 
linkage  payments  for  the  pro¬ 
posed  40-unit  housing  project  is 
tied  up  in  the  Neighborhood 
Housing  Trust,  which  is  busy 
trying  to  write  up  its  organiza¬ 
tional  structure. 

Meanwhile,  the  CCBA  plans 
to  apply  for  alternative  funding 
this  fall  from  the  Massachusetts 
Housing  Finance  Agency  to 
help  pay  for  initial  planning  for 
the  project. 
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say  where  they  are.  But  I  know  this  wouldn’t 
remove  any  existing  buildings,”  she  said. 

The  only  other  hospital  approached  by  St. 
Margaret’s  was  Carney  Hospital  in  Dorchester, 
which  received  a  request  for  proposal  last 
February.  “We  were  ruled  out  as  a  qualifying 
hospital  by  their  requirements,”  said  Susan 
O’Brien,  director  of  public  relations. 

O’Brien  said  that  Carney  does  not  meet  St. 
Margaret’s  need  for  a  tertiary  care  facility,  that  is, 
a  hospital  capable  of  providing  advanced  medical 
care  such  as  complicated  surgery. 

Caliga  was  also  pessimistic  about  the  hospital. 
“It  doesn’t  appear  we’ll  be  relocating  to  Carney,” 
she  said. 

On  the  option  of  renovating  St.  Margaret’s, 
Caliga  commented,  “It’s  very  difficult  to  continue 
renovating  an  existing  structure.” 

While  some  in  Chinatown  would  certainly  not 
welcome  a  new  hospital  moving  into  the  area, 
there  are  many  in  Dorchester  who  would  hate  to 
see  St.  Margaret’s  go,  according  to  Joan  Banfield, 
president  of  the  Jones  Hill  Association. 

“We  feel  there’s  a  real  necessity  for  the  health 
services  St.  Margaret’s  provides  in  Dorchester,” 
said  Banfield.  “This  area  has  the  highest  fertility 
rate  and  the  highest  infant  mortality  rate  in 
Boston,”  she  said. 

“If  they  relocate  to  Tufts,  I  wonder  how  many 
babies  would  be  bom  on  the  Southeast  Expressway 
trying  to  get  to  the  hospital,”  she  asked. 

Despite  assurances  that  a  facility  of  some  sort 
would  remain  in  Dorchester  if  the  rest  of  the 
hospital  moves,  the  Jones  Hill  Association  is  not 
so  confident.  “We  have  no  mechanism  for  com¬ 
munity  input  into  this  process,”  said  Banfield. 

When  talking  to  the  Sampan,  St.  Margaret’s 
president  said  the  hospital  does  not  have  a  time 
frame  to  pick  an  alternative.  But  she  hinted  that  in 
order  to  file  a  determination  of  need  with  the 
state’s  Public  Health  Department  by  December,

Motions  continue  for 
three  in  assault  case 

Pre-trial  motions  for  three 
Dedham  men  accused  of 
assaulting  four  Vietnamese  men 
in  an  attack  believed  to  be 
racially  motivated  will  continue 
on  June  17. 

According  to  Charles  Hely, 
assistant  district  attorney  in  the 
Norfolk  County  Superior 
Court,  Steven  J.  Bevilacqua, 
Robert  L.  Flint,  and  Robert  E. 
Laughter  pleaded  not  guilty  to 
assault  and  battery  charges. 

The  three  were  arrested  in 
Stoughton  on  December  24 
when  a  police  officer  spotted 
them  kicking  and  punching  four 
Vietnamese  men  in  a  parking 
lot  near  the  Mandarin  House 
Restaurant,  where  the  Viet¬ 
namese  men  worked  as  waiters. 


According  to  police,  the 
three  Dedham  men,  who  are 
white,  were  shouting  racial 
diatribes  at  the  Vietnamese 
men.  Two  victims  had  to  be 
treated  for  head  and  facial  in- 
juried  that  night  in  a  hospital. 

The  four  Vietnamese  men 
allegedly  caught  in  the  fray  are 
Dennis  Chan,  of  Quincy, 
Richard  Thai  and  Edward 
Tran,  both  of  Brockton,  and 
Hoang  Van,  of  Stoughton. 

Hely  estimates  that  the  case 
will  go  to  trial  early  this  fall.

The  summary  below  focuses 
on  how  light  rail  vehicles  will  af¬ 
fect  Chinatown  if  they  are  ac¬ 
cepted  as  an  alternative  to  the 
old  MBTA  Orange  Line,  accor¬ 
ding  to  a  draft  report  released  by 
City  Hall. 

Only  LRVs,  the  trains  used  on 
the  Green  Line,  are  summarized 
here  because  they  are  favored  by 
Washington  Street  residents. 

Other  replacement  options 
like  diesel  buses  and  dual- 
guided  buses  have  been  rejected 
by  the  MBTA  or  strongly  criticiz¬ 
ed  by  commuters. 

The  Neighborhood  Impact 
Analysis  says  there  are 
three  ways  tracks  can  be  strung 
through  Chinatown  for  LRVs  to 
connect  Roxbury  and  the  South 
End  to  downtown. 

One  possibility  is  opening  a 
tunnel  portal  at  Washington 
Street  near  the  Don  Bosco 


School.  The  LRVs  would  come 
above  ground  and  ride  to 
Marginal  Road  and  cross  the 
Mass  Turnpike. 

Less  expensive  than  other  op¬ 
tions,  this  would  be  the  most 
obstrusive  in  the  neighborhood. 
Washington  Street  would  be 
widened,  resulting  in  the  loss  of 
land  on  parcels  R-3/R-3a,  a  site 
many  want  to  be  reserved  for 
housing. 

Another  option  is  opening  a 
tunnel  portal  on  Tremont  Street, 
with  tracks  that  run  down 
Shawmut  Street,  turn  onto 
Marginal  Road  and  cut  across 
the  Mass  Pike. 

Like  the  previous  option,  this 
would  produce  a  physical  barrier 
in  Chinatown,  separating  Mass 
Pike  Towers  from  the  Quincy 
School. 

Finally,  there  is  the  Tremont 
Street  tunnel  option.  An  existing 
tunnel  would  be  stretched  from 


its  position  near  the  Don  Bosco 
School  and  extended  under  Tre¬ 
mont  Street  down  to  Marginal 
Road.  Surface  tracks  would  be 
laid  on  Marginal  Road,  which 
would  cross  the  Mass  Pike  and 
head  southward. 

The  report  says  this  is  the 
most  expensive  alternative  at 
$50  million.  Its  construction 
would  require  the  closure  of 
Elliot  Norton  Park,  and  there  are 
fears  a  housing  project  on  parcel 
R-7  may  sustain  structural 
damage. 

Aside  from  the  effects  of  con¬ 
struction  from  such  a  project,  its 
impact  would  be  less  felt  than 
the  other  two  in  Chinatown. 

The  LRVs  were  discussed  in 
greater  detail  than  other  replace¬ 
ment  alternatives,  such  as  diesel- 
powered  buses  and  dual-guided 
buses,  because  they  are  widely 
favored  by  residents  in  Rox¬ 
bury  and  the  South  End.

New  laws  have  an  impact  on 
future  spouses  of  US  citizens 


Where  to  go  to  apply  for  amnesty 


by  Paul  M.  Yee 

The  Immigration  Marriage 
Fraud  Amendments  of  1986  af¬ 
fect  not  only  permanent  resident 
petitions,  but  also  nonimmigrant 
visa  petitions  for  fiances  or 
fiancees  to  come  to  the  U.S.  to 
get  married. 

The  K-l  visa  petition  for  the 
fiance(e)  requires  proof  that  the 
couple  had  previously  met  in 
person  within  two  years  before 
the  date  of  the  petition  filing. 
The  U.S.  attorney  general  does 
have  the  discretion  to  waive  this, 
however. 

The  in-person  meeting  re¬ 
quirement  is  in  addition  to  proof 
that  there  is  a  bona  fide  intention 
to  marry,  that  the  parties  are 
legally  able  to  marry,  and  that 
they  are  actually  willing  to 
marry  in  the  United  States 
within  ninety  days  after  the 
fiance(e)  arrives. 

After  the  marriage  in  the  U.S. 


within  ninety  days  of  arrival,  the 
alien  fiance(e)  must  adjust  his  or 
her  status  from  the  K-l  nonim¬ 
migrant  status  to  conditional 
permanent  resident  status.  The 
old  law  permitted  adjustment 
immediately  to  permanent  resi¬ 
dent. 

Thereafter,  within  ninety  days 
prior  to  the  second  year  of  con¬ 
ditional  resident  status,  the  alien 
and  the  spouse  must  apply  to 
remove  the  conditional  status. 

There  is  a  personal  interview 
with  an  immigration  officer.  The 
decision  to  grant  or  deny  perma¬ 
nent  residency  will  be  made 
within  ninety  days  of  the  inter¬ 
view. 

All  these  new  requirements 
are  said  by  the  government  to 
prevent  marriage  fraud. 

Correction  to  the  column  appearing  in 
the  May  6,  1987  Sampan:  It  stated  the 
monetary  penalty  of  marriage  fraud  to  be 
not  more  than  $ 250.  The  correct  fine  is 
actually  not  more  than  $250,000. 


An  illegal  alien  seeking  amnesty  may 
go  to  the  Immigration  and  Naturalization 
Service 's  legalization  office  at  600 
Washington  Street  to  apply. 

Or  the  alien  may  go  to  private  agen¬ 
cies  that  help  the  INS  process  applica¬ 
tions.  These  agencies,  called  qualified 
designated  agencies,  are  listed  below. 

To  qualify  an  illegal  alien  must  have 
lived  in  the  U.S  since  before  January  I, 
1982  and  maintained  a  continuous 
presence. 

Some  aliens  won 't  qualify  for  reasons 
such  as  crime  convictions  and  living  on 
government  assistance.

The  deadline  to  apply  by  is  May  4, 
1988.  If  an  application  is  approved,  an 
alien  gets  temporary  residency  authoriz¬ 
ing  him  to  work.  Eventually  he  may 
qualify  for  permanent  residency,  which 
is  the  step  before  getting  citizenship. 

Application  fees  are  not  inexpensive. 
An  adult  must  pay  $185;  a  family  up  to 
$420.  According  to  the  Washington, 
D.C. -based  Legalization  Reporter,  the 
application  can  cost  between  $250  to  455 
for  each  individual  and  $680  to  1 ,3 60 for 
a  family  after  getting  photographs, 
medical  exams,  fingerprinting,  and  con- 
sulation.
